REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant claims an 
inorganic electroluminescence device comprising in the following order: : an underlayer formed 
of a first compound semiconductor of Group Ila-VIb, wherein said first compound 
semiconductor contains MgS; and a light emitting layer formed of a second compound 
semiconductor of Group Ila-VIb, wherein the first compound semiconductor and second 
compound semiconductor have an orientation in <100> direction, wherein the second compound 
semiconductor contains Mgi_ x Ca x S, wherein x is 0.1<x<0.15, and Eu is doped into Mgi_ x Ca x S as 
a substance acting as a luminescent center, and the composition ratio of Eu to Mg is not larger 
than 0.1. The closest prior art, Okajima et al., U.S. Patent Number 5,700,591, teaches a light 
emitting device comprising a phosphor thin film sandwiched by barrier layers wherein the barrier 
layers comprises Cao.6Mgo.4S. The Okajima reference fails to teach or suggest that the barrier 
layer is MgS and that the compounds of the phosphor layer and the barrier layer have an 
orientation in the <100> direction. Additionally, the Okajima reference fails to teach or suggest 
that the composition of Eu to Mg is not larger than 0.1. There is no motivation to adjust 
Okajima to arrive at a structure having the claimed features. 

Applicant has provided a certified translation of the foreign priority document to 
overcome the publication date of the Mikami et al., Red electroluminescence from MgS:Eu and 
Mgj. x Ca x S:Eu Thin Film Phosphors Prepared by RF ^-Sputtering Technique.
